Foreign Ministry has issued the results of an eco 
nomic survey which says that the slowness of 
Latin-American development is “extremely dan 
gerous to the security of the West.” It points out 
that Latin-America’s markets in Europe are shrink 
ing, and that American agricultural production 
and the new = synthetic materials are playing 
havoc with the sale of some of its traditional 
exports. The Soviet Union. it continues. is quite 
willing to buy many raw materials, whether it 
needs them or not—"“an attraction which is diffi- 
cult to. resist.” Finally, it estimates the required 
investment in Latin America during the next 
twenty years at $9.6 billion, of which Brazil alone 
needs almost $3 billion 

These are exactly the problems which a com 
mittee of the twenty-one American republics ts 
now debating in Washington. They are problems — | 
which lie at the heart of our relations with our 
hemispheric neighbors. In the past we have been 
prone to pay too little attention to them, and to 
take our Latin-American friends themselves for | 
granted, Fortunately, we now realize that the wel 
fare of Latin America—which can come about only 
as a result of long-term rather than year-to-year 
planning—is of crucial importance to our own. 
ind an earnest and fruitful co-operation between 
them and us is something we must work to 
achieve with confidence and determination.

Electric Power 

The year just passed marks the 
beginning of an era in the furn 
ishing of electric power in Brazil. 
With financing completed by the 
World Bank making available 
US$73,000,000 to the Central 
Elétrica de Furnas S.A., the hy 
droelectric development projects 
took a long stride over plants pro 
viding electrical energy through 
steam veneration. Brazil has be- 
come very conscious now of he 
running streams as a means of 
generating current. It is now esti- 
mated to possess 20,000,000 horse 
power, the figure being based on 
the potential when the rivers are 
at their lowest. 

During the course of the yea 
several relatively small hydro 
electric stations were opened, 
chiefly in the southerly state of 
Rio Grande do Sul, but others are 
in the process of building in addi- 
tion to the just mentioned Furnas 
project. An example is the Tres 
Marias project, which will be as 
large as Furnas but quite dif- 
nature.
